Mrs- Gill was dead when passers­ 
by reached the wreckage, and her 
husband, unconscious, was rushed 
to the W ilmington Hospital, where 
his condition was pronounced criti­ 
cal by hospital attendants Tuesday. 
It was first thought he had sus­ 
tained a fractured skull but the full 
extent of his Injuries will not be 
determined until an X-ray is taken 
Tuesday. He was lacerated about 
the head and received internal in­ 
juries. 
Physicians declare It is a ques­ 
tion whether he will recover. Gill 
regained consciousness briefly at 
9:30 o’clock Monday night and a 
slight improvement was noted In 
his condition. 
Austin Gill, the son, declared af­ 
ter the accident that they did not 
see the approaching train until it 
was almost upon them, because a 
view of the track was obscured In 
one direction by a grain elevator 
and in the other by a cut of cars 
standing on a siding. 
The coupe, which was traveling 
south, was driven in front of the 
train. The motor was torn loose and 
dragged 300 feet on the pilot of the 
engine. The machine was hurled to 
one side and Mrs- Gill was crushed 
under the wreckage. 
The family was on its way to 
visit Mr. Gill’s sister, Mrs. Lowe, 
at W ashington C. H- 
Mrs. Gill is survived by five other 
children, who had remained borne.

NEW YORK, Dec. 2*.—The prob- 
enis of the railroads—if any, are 
I not self-imposed, but consist for 
the most part of conditions which 
those outside the railroad ranks 
are seeking to impose on them. 
This is the philosophy of E. E. 
Loomis, the president of Lehigh 
Valley Railroad Company, who told 
International News Service today 
that if the railroads are permitted 


I to proceed along present lines, con­ 
centrating their whole effort upon 
the effectiveness of their service 
to the public, there Is nothing in 
the situation to be faced in 1928, 
calculated to give the slightest con­ 
cern to those interested in, and de­ 
pendent upon, good transportation. 
"I think the time has come,’’ said 
. Ixiomls, "when those who seek to 
I solve the ‘railroad problem’ should 
| first be compelled to explain w hat 
i problem they have In mind. With 
the carriers giving the best service 
In their history, and the great bulk 
[of tho shipping and traveling pub­ 
lic plainly m anifesting general sat­ 
isfaction, it is difficult, to under­ 
stand all the talk on the subject 
of a railroad problem. 
If there has 
been one in the past, it undoubt­ 
edly has been answered satisfac­ 
torily by tho men who have made 
the service what it is today.” 
Loomis believes that the rates 
charged by the American railroads 
have no relation whatever to the ' 
so-called 
farmers’ 
problem. 
“In 
my opinion." he said, 'even if mo j 
railroads should carry agricultural 
products for nothing, after a short 
while, what was pieviously paid 
for transportation would be rom- 
| pletely absorbed, through the mid­ 
dle man between 'he farmer and 
the consumer, and tus the farmer 
would find him self no b'Hte.r off 
than he Is today.

alarming rate, a survey by Cor­ 
oner Oscar W olff revealed today. 
Deaths from “ bad booze” have 
increased 
1600 per cent since 
1920, according to the report. In 
1920, 
“ liquor 
casualties’’ 
were 
an even score, this tyear, not 
including the current month, 340 
already have died. 
Automobiles, however, top the 
list with 969 victims to date. 
The figure represents a 97 per 
cent increase over 1920. 
Murders are being committed 
on an average of more than one 
a day, the survey shows.. 
For 
the first eleven months of the 
year 371 were reported— an in­ 
crease of 66 per cent over 1920’s 
total of 224. This does not in­ 
clude 134 homicides on tne re 
cord to date. 
There have been 595 suicides 
so far this year— an increase of 
16 per cent.

Mrs. Nellis Gill, 47, Home 
Ave., this city, was killed in­ 
stantly, 
and 
her 
husband, 
James M. Gill, 49, was serious­ 
ly injured when their coupe 
was demolished by an east­ 
bound 
Baltimore and 
Ohio 
passenger train at Ueesville, 
eight miles east of Wilming­ 
ton, Monday morning. 
Their son, Austin, 21, who 
was driving the car, miracu­ 
lously escaped injury. 
Mrs- Gill was dead when passers­ 
by reached the wreckage, and her 
husband, unconscious, was rushed 
to the Wilmington Hospital, where 
his condition was pronounced criti­ 
cal by hospital attendants Tuesday. 
It was first thought, he had sus­ 
tained a fractured skull but the full 
extent of his injuries will not be 
determined until an X-ray is taken 
Tuesday. He was lacerated about 
the head aud received internal in­ 
juries. 
Physicians declare it is a ques­ 
tion whether he will recover. Gill 
regained consciousness briefly at 
9:30 o’clock Monday night aud a 
slight improvement was noted in 
his condition. 
Austin Gill, the son, declared af­ 
ter the accident that they did not 
see the approaching train until it 
was almost upon them, because a 
view of the track was obscured lu 
one direction by a grain elevator 
and in the other by a cut. of cars 
standing on a siding.
